Threats by Pennell. . 

Mr. Parke told of conversations he had 
with Burdick relating to trouble with 
Pennell. On one occasion Burdick told 
that Pennell had threatened suicide if 
the suit was not stopped. Pennell threat. 
ened to kill both himseif and Mrs. Bur- 
dick. 

Mrs. Gertrude B. Paine, the wife of Dr. 
Seth T. Paine, an intimate friend of the 
Pennells and the Burdicks, was closely 
questioned regarding the relations be- 
tween the two families and especially of 
the feeling cisplayed by the men toward 
each other. Mrs. Paine’s house was 
searched by the po'ice on the Sunday fol- 
lowing the murder. 

Today the district attorney touched 
only casually upon her whereabouts on 
the night of the murder, devoting most 
of the time to questions relating to her 
relations with Burdick, and her knowl- 
edge of the feeling between Pennell and 
Burdick. Mrs. Paine denied having been 
at Burdick’s house at any time when not 
accompanied by Dr. Paine. Her relatioons 
with Burdick were purley social. 

Dr. Paine was examined. He was on 


the stand for only a few minutes. He was | 


in Batavia the night of the murder. 

A. Carlson, the Swedish boarder at Mrs. 
Paine’'s house, was very nervous while on 
the witness stand. He thought Mrs. Paine 
Was in the house on the night of the 
murder, but could not say positively. 
Miss Mary Cunningham, the other occu- 
pant of the Paine house on the night of 
the murder, has left the city. according 
to testimony given by Mrs. Paine today. 
Her whereabouts is not known.

TREATY IS RATIFIED BY SENATE 


DU NOT WANT 
OR THE END 


Most of the Senators Have 
Left Washington 


Beiieved That Session Will Be Con- 
cluded Today as General Under- 
tanding Is That There Will 
Be Practically No 
Debate. 


Washington, March 17.—Most of the 
senators in the city left the capitol at 
seven o'clock tonight in the firm convic- 
tion that it would be possible to conclude 
the called session tomorow, and that 
when the senate should next adjourn the 
adjournment would be sine die. This 
conclusion involved quite a general un- 
derstanding that the Cuban reciprocity 
treated could be much more speedily dis- 
posed of than has been considered pos- 
sible heretofore. 

There were some senators who ex- 
presed the opinion that more than one 
days time would be found necesary for 
the presentation of 


the senate soon developed the fact that 
only the two Louisiana senators desired 
to be heard on the treaty at length at 
this time, and they would not now say 
SO much as they would have said if the 
committee 
agreéd to recommend that the treaty be 
submitted to congress for its approval. 


This submission will be in the shape of | 


a joint resolution at the next regular ses- 
ion of congress and this can be dis- 
cussed in open session. All those who 
oppose the treaty consider that time 
will be more opportune for argument 
than the present as they then will be 
able to apeal to the country at large as 
well as to the senate. Senator Foster, 
of Louisiana, was among those who ex- 
pressed the opinion that it might be pos- 
sible to reach a final vote tomorrow. 
it is the general opinion that 
treaty will be ratified by a safe 
jority.

SHUT lS WIFE 
AND HER MOTHER 


Double Tragedy in Ball Room 
of a Hotel, 


While Masquerade Party Was in 
Progress, Jealous Routson Walked 
in and Shot His Young 
Wife and Her

Findlay, Ohio, March 17.A double trag- 
edy occurred at the Opp house here to- 
night, as the result of a quarrel between 
Louis Routson and his 17-year-old wife, 
Myrtle, which began this_ afternoon. 
Routson entered a room at the hotel to- 
night which was filled with guests at a 
masquerade party. 

He fired three shots from a 38-caliber re- 
volver, which scattered’ the crowd. He 
then walked up to his mother in law, 
Mrs. John Opp, and fired point blank at 
her. The bulet entered the left side of 
her breast and came out at the right 
side. Routson discovered his wife in one 
corner of the room and, placing the re- 
volver within 2 feet of her body, sent a 
ball into her chest, smashing the breast 
pone about 4@ Inches belcw her throat. 
She cannot recover, although the elder 
woman is not fatally injured. 

Routson then telephoned for the police 
and was promptly arrested. Jealousy is 
the alleged cause of the shooting. The 
couple had been married a year, and the 
groom was only 19 years old.

Those senators who at first 
manifested a disposition to debace the 
Cuban treaty at length have been p%r- 
suaded by their colleagues that they can 
make their speeches just as well when 
the Cuban bill or joint resolution making 
this treaty effective comes to the senate 
from the house.

The only party 
vote of the day was taken on the sub- 
stitute for article 4, which was agreed 
upon by the democratle caucus and had 
reference to the acquisition of territory 
in Central and South America by the 
United States. There were a number of 
speeches on this amendment, but it was 
voted down by an almos two-thirds ma- 
jority, the ballot footing up 61 ayes to 
27 noes. 


DEMOCRATS PLEAD 
FOR MONEY AMENDMENT 

No sooner had the Senate met today 
than an executive session was agreed 
upon. Immediately after the doors were 
clused the Panama canal treaty was laid 
before the senate. There was again a 
goud attendance of senators in anticipa- 
tion of the final vote on the treaty. The 
proceedings opened with a speech by Sen- 
alor Morgan, devoted especially to the 
question of the defenSe of the canal. He 
criticised sharply the action of the Sen- 
ate tn refusing to so amend the treaty as 
to insure American control, | 

When Mr. Morgan concluded Senator 
Money offered a substitute for the fourth 
article of the treaty, which disgvows any 
intention on the part of the United States 
to increase its territory at the expense 
of South and Central America. The sub- 
stitute offered by Senator Money was 
agreed on by the democratic caucus, and 
without mentioning South or Central 
America, it reiterates the American doc- 
trine of non-interference with the affairs 
of all the American republics, with the 
view of reassuring Mexico on that point, 
and pledges this country to attempt no 
acquisition of Colombian territory. This 
is one of the two amendments on which 
the democrats agreed to act as a unit. 

Speeches were made in support of the 
Money amendment by Senators Bacon, 
Teller, Daniel, Morgan, Bailey and oth- 
ers. They contended for an impartial re- 
cognition of all American republics, urg- 
ing that under the language of the fourth 
article of the treaty Mexico would be left 
Pas the. only American. republic to which 
the avowal of non-eneroachment could 
be held as non-appricable. Senators 
Spooner and Hoar replied, contending 
that there was practically no difference 
between the language of the amendment 


and that of the article as it stands. 


Senator Money’s amendment was de- 
feated—51 to 27—a strict party vote. Sen- 
ator Daniel then offered an amendment 
providing that the treaty should not take 
effect until it had been approved by the 
congress. Mr. Daniel spoke in advocacy 
of this provision. 

REPUBLICANS ATTACKED 
BY SENATOR MORGAN 

The fact soon developed that Senator 
Daniel had offered his amendment for the 
purpose of making a general speech upon 
the treaty, and when the fifteen minutes 
allowed to him for his speech on his own 
amendment had expired and the amend- 
ment was voted down, Senator Morgan 
presented four or five of his amendments, 
each of which in turn was defeated, but 
upon which Senator Daniel continued to 
speak. All told, he spoke about an hour. 
His speech was an arraignment of the 
republican policy in pressing the treaty 
with what he asserted was undue haste. 
He referred to the enormous expenditure 
that would be required to construct the 
canal and charged recklessness in rush- 
ing into such an enterprise, as he de- 
clared was belng done. 

After Senator Daniel had closed, #ev- 
eral other senators on both sides of the 
chamber addressed the senate in fifteen- 
minute speeches for and against the 
treaty. Among those who spoke against 
it were Senator Morgan, who devoted 
himself especially to the question of the 
necessity for adequate defense of the 
canal, which, he said, could be assured 
only by the United States. He asserted 
that senators were not thinking for them- 
selves, but were following blindly in the 
lead of the secretary of state. Indeed, 
fie said senators were practically surren- 
dering their own offices in order to main- 


tain a reputation for party allegiance. 
Senator Platt (Conn.) was among the 
speakers. He was one of the very few 


senators, if not the only senator, to 


announce his entire satisfaction with the 


treaty. He referred to the fact that a 
number of republican senators had said 
that if they had had the making of the 
treaty they would have changed some 
of the features of it and declared that 
he considered the treaty the best that 
could have been made and said that so 
far as he was concerned, he would not 
have changed it In any respect. He criti- 
cised the democratic senators for using 
undue minuteness -in their efforts to 
find defects in the agreement, and said 
they reminded him of the man he had

Hundreds of People in Arkansas 
in Danger of Being Drowned 


by Flood, 


DEAD BODIES ARE SEEN 
UN THE CREST OF FLOOD 


Situation in the Memphis District 
Grows More and More Critical 
and It Is Feared There Will 
Be Great Loss of 

Life. 


March 17.—At a late 
hour tonight it is reported that washouts 
have occurred on the tracsk of the Iron 


Memphis, Tenn., 


Mountain, Choctaw and ’Frisco railroads 
a few miles west of Bridge Junction, 
Ark., and that all iraffic from Memphis 
to the west will Le suspended thereby. 
Two washouts are reported on the ’Frisco, 
the first about 4 miles west of Bridge 
the Marion, Ark. 
Two weshouts are reported on each of 


Junction, second at 


the other lines about the same distance 
from Memphis as those on the ’Frisco. It 
is feared that four trains, two on th: 
'Frisco and two on the Choctaw, which 
left the city tonight are tied up bewteen 
the points where the tracks have been 
carried away. 


Memphis, Tenn., March 17.—The flood 
situation in the portion of the Mississippi 
valley contiguous to Memphis is extreme- 
ly critical tonight. It was thought at 
first the break in the levee last night at 
Trice’s landing would help matters by 
relieving the pressure of the water and 
causing a fall at this point. Instead of 
this the break has complicated condi- 
tions by flooding a vast area in Arkansas 
across the Mississippi from Memphis and. 
tonight a veritable sea exists in the St. 
Francis and Mississipi river basins, ex- 
tending from the one completely to the 
other, a distance of many miles. From 
this territory a call for help has gone up 
from persons who have been surrounded 
in their homes and on higher portions 
of the country and thus far it has been 
an impossibility to send them assistance 
of any character. 


All Trains Annulled. 

Through this territory the St., Louis 
and San Francisco railroad runs, but all 
trains were annulled on this line today 
and no assistance can be rendered by the 
railroad, its tracks being under water 
near Marion, Ark. At this latter point’ 
telegraph connections still exist to Mem- 
phis and the reports that come in over 
the wire are far from encouraging. The 
town is almost totally flooded and citi- 
zens are using skiffs as their only means 
of travel. 

Negroes and white persons from the 
adjacent territory are pouring into Ma- 
rion each hour and they ask that a boat 
be sent to their rescue. There is no means 
of reaching them except by making a 
breach in the levee near Memphis and 
this may be done tomorrow if conditions 
show no improvement. Sheriff 
son, of Crittenden county, that in which 
Marion is situated, has gone to the vil- 
lage in a skiff and will report tonight to 
President Killough, of the St. Francis 
levee board, the true conditions there. 
It is estimated that several hundreds of 
persons are surrounded by the water in 
fMe flooded Arkansas territory and that 
the amount of live stock is heavy in the 
extreme. Small skiffs cannot begin to 
rescue the citizens, and it seems that it 
will be imperative to send a steamboat 
of some character to their ald. 

Negroes in a Panic. 

Negroes at Marion have given away to 
fright and almost a panic exists. They 
have congregated at the depot and in the 
eabins of the village and refuse to work, 

A relief train, the last that reached 
the village, arived early this morning 
with 5,000 sacks to be used in damming 
back the water, but labor cannot be sBe- 
cured to unioad the train. 

The tracks of the Iron Mountain and 
Choctaw railroads are still open and no 
trouble has been experienced. The 
‘Frisco is detouring its trains over the 
tracks of the former system. 

Steamboats all day have beén bring- 
ing refugees and their property to the 
city and yet more calls for aid are com- 
ing in than can be answered. It is 
feared that if the water continues to 
rise conditions will grow much worse 
than has been yet anticipated. There 
seems to be every indication that all 
predictions of the stage at this poing will 
be surpassed as the river is again rising 
slowly to-night. It was hoped that the 
crest of the rise was sufficiently close to 
Memphis last night for the break in the 
levee at Trice’s landing to give relief 
and cause a fall here. A fall did follow 
the break but this was checked to-day, 
and to-night the gauge is 39.6 feet, or 
within one tenth of the maximum that 
has thus far been reported. Last night at 
6 o'clock 29.7 feet was shown on the 
gauge which is the greatest stage ever 
recorded at Memphis. Shortly after- 
wards a fall was noted and this morn- 
ing the water had receded to 3.9 at 
which point it again began to rise and 
thus far three tenths have been made 
by the advance. It is feared that the 
stage to-night will pass forty feet and 
the end will probably not then be 
reached. 

Floating Corpses Found. 

The weak points in the levee which 
were reported last night other than at 
the break, are still In a critical condition 
and further breaks may occur.

BREAK IN LEVEE IS NOW

ter is filling the swamp, flooding the 
lower section of Concordia parish across 
to Bacl river. This water will make 
its way to the Red river and back into 
the MississIpp!. Sacks and lumber have 
been shipped to the scene of the break 
and the ends will be riveted and braced 
so as to prevent further breaks. 

With good weather for the past three 
days the crucial work on Sycamore levee 
in Concordia parish has been completed, 
and all that remains to be done is to 
increase its height. The weakest point 
of this levee was in the revetment work 
at the base where the boards had rotted, 
causing the levee to wobble. A strong 
current had been running into this work, 
but the current was reverted and the

Helena, Ark:, March 17,—A rotten leveo 
18 inches from the top and with the wa- 
ters of the Mississippi river in places 
less than one foot from the top, is all that 
protects the 300 homes of North Helena 
from absolute ruin. It believed by 
many that the levee will not hold until 
tomorrow night, while some of the resi- 
dents of the threatened district are fear- 
ful that before tomorrow morning’s sun 
they will be compelled to flee from their 
homes. 

Already the entire section of the city 
from Walker street north to where the 
North Helena ievee joins Crowley's ridge, 
is from 1 to 5 feet under water, and the 
water igs pouring in through a hundred 
small sipe holes that have appeared in 
the levee. There has been persistent ru- 
mors tonight that the directors would 
cut the levee and allow the water to come 
in gradually rather than risk a break 
of the embankment, which would let the 
water rush through in torrents and per- 
haps destroy hundreds -of small houses. 

North Helena is separated from the 
main residence portion of the town by 
Walker street levee. It is about six 
blocks wide and three miles long and the 
only means of transportation for those 
residents who’have not already moved out 
is by skiffs. The river at 8 o’clock to- 
right stands at 48.3, but is expected to be 
about stationary tomorrow night. 

Engineer Purvis, who hag been looking 
after the Cotton Belt levees below this 
city, tonight sent to Helena for forty men 
who are wanted to work on the break- 
water being put down at Westover. There 
is not thought to be any danger there, 
however, and no weak spots have been 
discovered anywhere along the line. 

Inquiry among the officials of the North 
Helena levee district tonight failed to 
confirm the rumor that the levee is to be 
eut, and thus save Walker Street levee 
from a sudden onslaught which might en- 
danger the entire city. This course was 
adopted in the last overflow.

VOLCANIC DUST 
FALLS IN ATHENS 


Sulphurous Deposit Found Al 
Over Cily 


———— 


| Believed To Be Originally from Some 


Volcano in Central America. 
Fall of Dust Creates No Little 
Excitement in Classic 
City. 


Athens, Ga., March 17.—(Special.)—Last 
night there fell in this city and imme- 
diate section a shower of volcanic dust, 
and this morning it was all the talk 
among the people of the city. 

All over the yards and walks and gar- 
dens there could be seen a yellow deposit 
which could be readily seen to be of a 
sulphurous nature; in fact, being almost 
pure sulphur. Along the gutters on the 
streets the rain had washed it in con- 
siderable quantities and in some places 
it was found floating upon the surface of 
water where the water had collected 
in little puddles. 

Large numbers of citizens gathered at 
places where the dust had accumulated 
@nd discussed the phenomenon. All prac- 
tically agreed that the dust was prob- 
ably from some volcanic eruption in Cen- 
tral America and had been wafted to this 
section on some breeze from that direc- 
tion. It was undoubtedly sulphurous and 
no other explanation could account for its 
presence, 

It developed during the day that the 
shower of sulphur was not confined to 
Athens, but was scattered throughout this 
section of the state. A number of farmers 
from Clarke and adjoining counties were 
in the city today and al] said that they 
had noticed the yellow deposit on their 
lands before they started for the city. 
This shower of sulphur must have falien 
about midnight, as the rain which came 
about 3 o'clock this morning had wash- 
ed it off the heavy grades and into the 
gutters, 

Some few say that it was nothing but 
the pollen from the trees, but the sulphur 
smell and the fact that it was found in 
abundance in places far removed from 
any trees that are In bloom knocked that 
theory out.

COTTON MILLS 
FACING. STRIKE 


Crisis in the Manufacturing In- 
dustry at Lovell 


Mill Agents Have Refused To Grant 
a 10 Per Cent Yncrease and It 
Is Almost Certain the Em- 
ployees Will Go on 
Strike. 


Boston, March 17.—A crisis has been 
created in the cotton manufacturing ‘{n- 
dustry at Lowell by the refusal of the 
mill agents to grant a 10 per cent advance 
requested by the employees.

Senator Teller of Colorado, also 
voted in opposition, and his was the 
hast vote on this side of the question 
When Senator Frve, who occupied the 
chair, announced the result, there was 
no demonstration and at 7 p. m. the 
senate had adjourned for the day.

Yesterday was Saint Patrick’s day and 
the,loyal sons of the Emerald Isle in At- 
lanta celebrated the event in a quiet but 
patriotic manner, 

Throughout the city the green and 
gold badge of the Hibernians was proudly 
exhibited and the three leaf clover was 
to be seen on many breasts. Some wore 
Sprays of the imported variety, received 
from friends across the sea. 

At W o'clock in the morning solemn 
high mass was celebrated at the church 
of the Immaculate Conception by Rev. 
Father Hennessy, assisted by Father 
Redding of Washington, who acted as 
deacon, and Father Colbert, sub-deacon. 
The members of the Ancient Order of 
Hibernians attended the service in a 
body. Special musical numbers were a 
feature of the mass and many Irish re- 
frains were introduced during the ser- 
vices, by the choir. 

The panegyric on the life of Saint Pat- 
rick was delivered by Reverened Father 
QO. N. Jackson, who reviewed the work 
of Ireland's patron saint and told of the 
hardships and sufferings he endured in 
order to evangelize the island. He re- 
ferred to the courage and fortitude of 
the Irish race in clinging to the faith of 
their saint in spite of long years of bit- 
ter persecution, linked with the most 
cruel political and economie injustice. 
He spoke of the many scholars and holy 
men whom Ireland had furnished to the 
church of Rome, and who are now held 
in the highest reverencé and veneration 
by the Catholic world, 

Dinner Last Night. 


In the evening a delightful spread was 
Served in the hall of the Ancient Order 
of Hibernians on South Pryor street. 
After the dinner a number of toasts 
were proposed by County president James 
J. ..eiley and responded to by the follow- 
ing members of the Order: Rev.: Father 
Jackson, County Chaplain, James Gilles- 
pie, Thomas Nealon, Captain L. E. 
O'Keefe and John Corrigan. The pro- 
gram was interspersed with Irish airs 
sung by James C. Lynch and Charles V. 
Lynch. 

The speeches of the evening were all 
short and were enthusiastically received. 
The occasion was a patriotic one and 
the memory of the events of the day @ill 
linger for many days with those who 
attended. 

One of the most interesting addresses of 
the evening was that of Capjtain Law- 
O'Keefe in which he reviewed 
the part played by Irishmen and the sons 
of Irishmen in the most important epoch 
making events in the history of the 
United States. He stated that an emi- 
nent writer on immigration had declared 
that of the 3,000,000 people in America 
at the beginning of the Revolution, only 
about one-third were of direct English 
descent, the other two-thirds claiming 
various other countries of Europe as the 
place of their own, or their parents, 
nativity. 

Captain O’Keefe’s Address. 

Captain O'Keefe spoke in part as fol- 
lows: 

. The recurrence of Saint Patrick's day 
not only gives our people an opportunity 
to pay tributes of love and veneration 
to their great patron saint who captured 
their hearts and their intellects nearly 
fifteen centuries ago, but also serves to 
remind other Americans of different an- 
cestry that In these days of ‘hands 
across the sea oratory’ nd untruthful 
references to so-called Anglo-Saxon ties 
oi friendship, they should, not forget the 
devotion the Trish people and 
their descendants have ever manifested 
towards our republic. A’ glance at the 
pages of American history will show that 
it has never had more wholesouled de- 
fenders. 

“Since the year 1629, when that cruel- 
est of inhuman monsters, Oliver Crom- 
well, after slaughtering thousands of de- 
fenceless women and children, robbed the 
survivors of their lands and forced them 
to. emigrate, they have 'been coniing to 
North America. Before and during the 
Revolution when the colonies were har- 
rassed by the Tories, both native and 
British, the sons of Erin openly and de- 
fiantly enrolled themselves with Patrick 
Henry and Washington.

“It is proper to state and must not be 
forgotten, that the precious and immor- 
tal document, the declaration of inde- 
pendence, is in the thandwriting of an 
Irishman. Charles Thompson, a native 
of Londonderry. He was secretary of 
the Continental congress and Washing-

“In the upbuilding of our,republic, not 
only in its material devélopment, but 
in the shaping and administration of fts 
laws, in the construction of its litera- 
ture and in contributing to and foster- 
ing its fine arts, Irishmen and their de- 
scendants have ever been and are today 
and, we trust, may continue to be, in 
prominent evidence, 

“The British laws, which were formed 
early in the eighteenth century to crip- 
ple the Irish wooien and linen industries, 
drove 100,000 people from Ireland. In 1729 
James Logan, who was secretary. to 
William Penn, wrote: ‘It looks as if 
Ireland was going to send all her ppu- 
lation here, the common fear is they will 
make themselves the proprietors of the 
province.’ The Irish residents in Bos- 
ton were so numerous in 1737 that they 
founded societies, some of which still ex- 
ist. These same societies furnished many 
distinguished sons to the Revolutionary 
cause, among them being General Simon 
Elliott and Captains Callaghan, Leslie, 
McClure, Howard, MaGee, Ash, McNeill, 
Dunn, Dalton, Fletcher, McCurdey, 
Mackey and Malecolr§. General John 
Stark; General Enoch Poor and General 
Reed were descendants of Irish immi- 
grants who settled in New Hampopsbhire. 
Wm, Whipple, a signer of the declara- 
tion of independence, was descended from 
one of the Irish settlers who founded 
Belfast, Kittery and Bangor, Maine. 
lrish colonies were established in, Ver- 
mont, Connecticut, Rhode Island, New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Dela- 
ware, Maryland, Virginia, the Carolinas, 
Georgia and Kentucky and historians 
unite in the opinion that they did tneir 
full part to stir up a hostile feeling 
against England and to bring on the 
Revolution. 

“In our dear southland during our 
struggle to maintain constitutional rights 
the Irish Volunteers were found in the 
regiments furnished by each Confeder- 
ate state. Can we ever foget the heroic 
General Patrick Cleburn? Will not Texas 
ever honor the heroes of Sabine Pass, 
the gallant Lieutenant Richard Dowling? 

‘Have the sorrows or glories of the 
Confederacy ever had a truer or tender- 
er voice than Father Ryan’s? Who 
amongst us is not proud of Theodore 
O'Hara, the author of the world’s great- 
est elegy, who at Shiloh was the first 
to support the dying form of his chief, 


the peerelss General Albert Sydney John- 


ston? 

“Many of our cities have commemora- 
ted “their appreciation of Ireland by 
monuments and statues. New Orleans has 
its military hero, General Jackson and 
its great-hearted and benevolent Mar- 
garet. Arkansas has its General Cle- 
burne and Georgia her Sergeant Jasper. 
Our Own city is adorned by. the bronze 
efigy of the lamented Grady and the 
graceful marble memorial to the learned 
Judge Erskine. Augusta, not unmind- 
ful of her devoted son, Senator Patrick 
Walsh, will soon erect a marble tribute 
to his memory. 

“But the greatest of all is yet to 
come when, with the ald of the United 
States, in God's own time, that Bmerald 
Gem of the ocean becomes a nation, 
modeled, we hope, after our own repub- 
lic; then the luvers of freedom the 
world over, will unite in rearing a mon- 
ument to the incomparable gitobert Em- 
met and his epitaph may then be worthi- 
ly written for the admiration and pa- 
triotic inspiration of future generations.”

Distinction Goes to Grizzly in Golden 


Gate Park. 


American Inventor: Without doubt the 
largest captive grizzly bear in the world 
may be seen in the Golden Gate park, 
San Francisco, Cal. This bear. was cap- 
tured by an old and experienced bear 
hunter and trapper; was purchased by a 
wealthy gentleman, and presented to the 
city of San Francisco and placed in the 
park. The huge animal is one of the 
most attractive features of the place. 

The bear was caught in a powerful log 
trap away u pamid the rugged solitudes 
of the great Sierra Nevada mountains. 
The trap was temptingly baited, and the 
animal deliberately walked to his fate, 
and became a prisoner. At the time of 
his capture the bear was full grown; in 
fact, middle aged. For a time the animal 
was sullen, ferocious, and wild with fury 
by turns. It was no easy or safe task 
to transfer the bear to a strong iron cage 
and bring him by team and rail to San 
Francisco. But finally the savage, power- 
ful monster was safely landed in the 
park. He was appropriately named Mon- 
arch, by reason of his enormous size and 
weight. From his narrow prison Monarch 
was transferred to @ large, spacious cage 
constructed of steel. Escape from this in- 
closure is impossible. 

As to his exact weight, there is much 
conjecture. That has not been determin- 
ed, as the bear has never ben placed on 
a scale. Good judges estimate it at not 
far from 1,200 pounds. The bear’s ap- 
pearance justifies that conclusion. The 
enimal is kept “rolling fat.’’ He has verv 
comfortable quarters and plenty of food, 
which tickles his palate. Near the center 
of -his cage is a long, deep, iron box, kept 
filll of water.

Fort Valley, Ga., March 17.—(Special.)— 
The farm known as the Hollinshead 
place, situated about six miles from Fort 
Valley, consisting of 1,113 3-4 acres, was 
bougat yesterday by the Miami Valley 
Fruit Company, the consideration being 
$33,412.50, which averages $30 per acre for 
the entire farm.

$60,000. The business of the corporation 
will be confined exclusively to peach cul- 
ture. They will begin at once putting out 
trees, and within the next two years will 
have a growing orchard of 200,000 peach

MINERS REJECT ULTIMATIUM. 


Altona, Pa., March 17.—The coal opera- 
tors of the bituminous district No. 2 sub- 
mitted their ultiamtum to the miners to- 
day. It was briefly an offer of an in- 
crease of 12 1-2 per cent for pick mining; 
an increase of 14 per cent for machine 
mining and a nine-hour day of $2.70 per 
day for drivers, other mine laborers to 
receive a proportionate increase. The 
miners promptly rejected the offer. They 
insist upon an eight-hour day on a basis 
of $2.56 a day on a tonnage of 28,000,000 
tons annually, and they voted to relin- 
quish $1,100,000 in wages annually to en- 
force an eight-hour day.

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LEGAL BATTLE 
IS ON PAPER 


Only Affidavits Submitted in 
the Wabash 
Case. 


St. Louls, Maren 17.—It proved a grand 
day for affidavits when the Wabash in- 
junction suit was called this morning 
in the United States circuit court be- 
fore Judge Elmer B. Adams. The at- 
torneys for the defense led off. They 
were loaded down with affidavits or- 
dered by officers and members of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen and 
Brotherhogg of Locomotive Firemen, in 
rebuttal of other affidavits filed last 
Saturday by the attorneys for the Wa- 
bash company. 

The greater part of the matter cov- 


‘ered by the affidavits has already been 


published. It related to the conferences 
which had been held between President 
Ramsay, of the Wabash road, and vari- 
ous committees representing the men. 
It was denied in every affidavit that any 
effort was made to induce the men to 
leave the employ of the Wabash road. 
They both swore that the men could 
come out only after a vote of two- 
thirds had declared in favor of a strike, 
and that the officers were powerless to 
order them out. It was denied by all 
the affidavits that there existed any con- 
spiracy against the Wabash road or any 
concerted m@vement to induce its em- 
ployees to leave. 

At 3:15 in the afternoon the attorneys 
for the labor organizations read their 
last affidavits and Attorney Travous, of 
the Wabash, presented one for the com- 
pany. It was made by President Ram- 
sey and consumed two hours of rapid 
reading. It rehearsed a number of the 
interviews between President Ramsey 
and -committees of the men, and the 
president declared that he was of the 
opinion that «a conspiracy existed 
against the road. 

The reading of affidavits will be re- 
sumed tomorrow morning, the attorneys 
for the company saying at adjournment 
that they still 
wished to file.

Strike at the printing office of Foote é& | 
Davies yesterday at noon. | 

The strike had been brewing for sev- 
eral days. When non-union printers were 
Foote & Davies, steps

first employed by 
were taken to arbitrate 
and the objectionable men were temp9- 
rarily discharged. The arbitration fell 
through and the climax came yesterday 


when non-unien men were put back to 


work, 

The men who walked out 
entire force with the exception of those 
working in the office of the firm. Presi- 
dent R. O. Ross, of the Atlanta Type- 
graphical Union, gave the order for the 
strike, and he states that the order was 
unavoidable and the firm forced the step 
by violating a contract not to employ 
non-union men. 

The strike has been sanctioned by the 
executive board of the International Ty- 
pographical Union in a_ telegram Tre- 
ceivei yesterday morning. The strikers 
say they will remain out as long as the 
non-union men are retained. 

lt is said the strike grew out of the re- 
cent trouble between the Employing 
Printers’ Club and the Blosser Printing 
Company. The Blossers withdrew from 
the club. Since then it is charged that 
union men were allowed to work for the 
Blossers and that this was a violation of 
a contract on the part of the union. 

Foote & Davies will make no statement 
whatever about the strike. 

The Pr.nters’ Side. 

Cc. C. Houston, representing the Inter- 
national Typographical Union, states that 
the strike is in the nature of a lockout 
as the firm violated their contract and 
refused to discharge the non-union print- 
ers

include the 


printers have no fight,’’ says 
Houston, “to make on any of the em- 
ploying printers, but are acting in the 
defense of an agreement existing between 
Foote & Davies and the union laws.” 

President Ross says: 

“T called the men out, but the strike 
was not at my instigation, for I have 
done everything possible to avoid such a 
step. Foote & Davies employed non- 
union men in violation of their contract 
and when I first asked them to withdraw 
the men pending an arbitration, they did 
so. We appointed a committee to co- 
operate with a similar committee from 
the Employing Printers’ Club, the two 
committees to agree upon three disinter- 
ested parties who were to decide upon an 
amicable settlement, The club decided 
not to arbitrate and there was nothing 
left for us to do but to order the men 
out. We have broken no contract, but 
have simply refused to carry out certain 
provisions asked of us by the club which 
were unfair and illegal. We are ready 
for a peaceable settlement. but will not 
ibe used for the furtherance of unfair 
schemes.”’ 

A meeting of the Atlanta Typographical 
Union has been called for tomorrow af- 
ternoon at 5:30 o’clock for the purpose of 
discussing ways and means for an amica- 
ble settlement. An assessment will be 
made to assist the strikers. 

Houston stated last night that. there 
was a probability of more trouble with 
other printing concerns, but so far there 
has been no news to that effect.

ISSUE BEING DODGED 
SAYS DR. BROUGHTON 


Baptist Minister Again 
Declines To Join in 
Lenten Work. 


Dr. Len G. Broughton has again de- 
clined to take part in the evangelical 
gospel campaign because of the announce- 
ment of Dr. W. H. McGlauflin, of the 
Universalist church, and Dr. C. A. Lang- 
ston, of the Unitarian church, that they 
consider themselves members of the gen- 
eral executive committee in charge of 
the movement. 

Dr. Broughton was seen at his home 
yesterday by a repurter for The Con- 
stitution and talked very freely of the 
situation, though, he said, that ministers 
of other denominations had asked him 


_not to say anything and to let Dr. Mce- 


Glaufliin do all the talking. 

“The matter now stands just as it was 
In the beginning,’’ said Dr. Broughton. 
“I cannot take part in these meetings as 
long as men who do not acknowledge 
the divinity of Christ or the atonement 
of His blood are identified as leaders of 
the movement or admitted on an equal 
footing or indeed on any footing at all. 

“When I announced Sunday that I 
would pariicipate in this work it was 
with the understanding that both the Uni- 
tarilan and Universalist ministers had 
withdrawn from the campaign. Now they 
say they were elected to the general ex- 
ecutive committee and that as they have 
never been voted off that body they deem 
themselves still members of it. 

Speaks as a Spectator. 

“The fight, if there ts to be any, is be- 
tween the ministers who put these two 
gentlemen on the committee and I am 
merely a spectator, as it were, and en- 
tirely passive In the matter. I would be 
giad to unite in a revival campaign with 
the Christian clergymen of the city, but 
I can’t identify myself with a movement 
in the name of religion when the leaders 
of that movement or some of them co 
not acknowledge the divinity of Cuirist. 

“My objections would be the same if 
there were any other element than 
presence of these two gentlemen to srhew 
me that the work was not puie:y Chris- 
tian, as I see it. I have no quarrel] with 
either of the ministers conceined and a4d- 
mire them both. If it were a questicn 
of education or charity I wvild gladiy 
cooperate with them and would appree'ate 
their assistance, but religion is an altc- 
gether different thing, and we differ on 
the fundamental principles 30 wite'y shat 
we could not in good conscience cooper- 
ate in an evangelical movement. 

Exceeded His Authority. 

“As a matter of fact, these two min‘s- 
ters were placed on the general executive 
committee and then a subcommiitee was 
appointed to arrange the detaiis of the 
campaign. After Dr. Campbell Morgun 
and myself refused to indorse the move. 
ment with these two gentlemen on the 
executive committee, the subcommittec, 
which had no authority to do anything 
other than arrange working details, adopt- 
ed a creed, which it had no cizht to 
do, and which was never submiited tc 
the general committee for ratifica“icn. 

“Dr. McGlauflin contends, and i tnink 
rightly, that a creed nevef has been 
adopted by the only body which had the 
right to do so, the general executive com- 
mittee, of which he is a member. and 
that, therefore, he is not concerrd oy 
seeing if his faith conforms to the re- 
quirements of the unofficial subcommit- 
tee's creed, 

“The other ministers, as a ma‘tte= of 
fact, are dodging the issue and it was 
hoped, I think, that both Dr. McG auf.n 
and Dr. Langston would withdraw ater 
the adoption of the creed Sy the si b- 
committee, but neither of the gentlemen 
did so and I am sure they will not with- 
draw until the general executive :om 
mittec votes that they do and this, I am 
equally sure, the general execurive com- 
mittee will never do,” 


WATER CURE 
GIVEN B. & 0. 


Firemen-To Protect Parkers- 
burg Street From 
Invasion, 


Parkersburg, W. V., March 17.—The 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad, claiming the 
right under an ordinance passed in 1852, 
hrought a force of men into town before 
daylight this morning and begun to lay 
a track for five blocks over one of the 
principal streets of the city. The police 
nad been notified of their coming and 
han been instructed to call out the fire 
department if any attempt was made to 
lay track. The fire department respond- 
ed and poured such a stream of water 
on the men that they had to abandon the 
street. 

A clash occurred between the mayor,who 
is attorney for the Baltimore and Ohio, 
and the city council. The mayor direct- 
ed the police and fire departments not 
to interfere with the building of tne 
track, but the council countermanded his 
orders and the departments stood with the 
council and citizens. 

Following the excitement of the early 
morning, the city council held a special 
meeting at 10 o’clock at which impeach- 
ment proceedings were begun against 
Mayor J. W. Vandervort.

Three Missionaries Killed in 
China--Foreigners Are 
Fleeing, 


San Francisco, March 17.—W. B. Bent- 
ley, a missionary who has been a number 
of years in Shanghal, has just arrived 
here. Speaking of the situation in China, 
he said: 

“The latest atrocity committed by the 
boxers was the murder of three mission- 
aries in the province of Chi Li. All the 
missionaries are flocking into the cities, 
as the country is no longer safe for for- 
eigners. 

‘The boxer movement in China has two 
distinct phases. In southern China the 
movement is against the dynasty, while 
in the northern part the cry is: ‘Down 
with the foreigners.’ 

“The entire movement ifs not  ac- 
tvated by the boxers, but by a class known 
as the reform party. In the northern 
parts there is an anti-foreign feeling min- 
gled with the hatred of the dynasty. 

“Throughout China there is a lack of 
cooperation among the reformers and 
probably for some time to come the out- 
breaks will be of small proportions.”’

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SIR THOMAS LIPTON. 
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‘Yacht That Will Try To Lift the America’s Cup 


Christened by Lady Shaftesbury--Sir Thomas 
Lipton Confident of Success. 


Glasgow, March 17.—The Shamrock III 
was launched today ufider the most suc- 
cessful conditions. Lady Shaftesbury, 
wife of the commodore of the Royal Ul- 
ster Yacht Club, christened tine yacht in 
the presence of a number of distinguished 

Shamrocks and hopefulness were 
in evidence. Sir Thomas Lipton 
divided 2,000 bunches of the former in 
honor of St. Patrick and the new boat, 
and voiced the general sentiment of hope- 
fulness by saying: 

‘With just a little slice of luck, the 
battered old mug will find a resting place 
on this side of the water.’’ 

In a speech just after the launching 
Sir Thomas said the American cup must 
now be homesick. Here they had learned 
lessons from the past, and they were 
never more confident. They had fifty 
yachts and yachtmen and none wouid 
cheer a Shamrock victory more heartlly 
than the Americans. 

The toasts ‘“‘King Edward and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’ was drunk with musical 
honors. 

The “lord prevost proposed ‘Succes to 
the Shamrock and her owner,” saying the 
only thing Sir Thomas Lipton ever fail- 
ed to do, was to lift the cup. He hoped 
Sir Thomas would crown the trinity of 
shamrocks by attaining the friendly su- 
premacy in British and in American wa- 
ters, which he so dearly coveted. 

The lord prevost also expressed the 
wish that some ‘Diplomatic Pierpont 
Morgan would organize a vast interna- 
tional combine relegate the fighting na- 
vies of the world to the scrap heap and 
replace them with Shamrocks, as a 
means of settling differences.’

Lipton Talks of Bout. 

After the launching, Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton said to a correspondent of The As- 
sociated Press: 

“My third and perhaps my last attempt 
at lifting the America’s cup will be the 
most serious, and, I think, the most 
hopeful of my efforts. The Rellance may 
beat us, but it will not be because [ 
have not got the best boat British brains 
and workmen can produce. 

“If the cup stays in America it wil] 
Stay there because of the extraordinary 


genius of tNe American yacht builder. If 
he can produce a style still further im- 
proved in his art, I shall begin to think 
that he is a bit more than human. There 
is no question but that the best boat wins 
in the international races. I believe the 
Shamrock III will come near filling that 
bill. To my mind, she is a marvel in 
which Fife and Watson have outdone 
themselves. With good trial races and 
no accidents her arrival in New York 
should mark the coming, of the most 
formidable challenger ever sent over. I 
scarcely need add that as much as I 
long to win and expect to win, a third 
defeat will only increase my admiration 
for a people who can beat us at a game 
that was once our Own. 

“However,” added Sir Thomas, ‘‘a third 
defeat is, of course, quite out of the ques- 
tion.’’ ; 


Description of Shamrock. 

An examination of Shamrock III as the 
yacht was revealed in the launching shed 
contirmed the previous dispatches of the 
Associated Press On the subject, and 
showed that Fife had struck out boldly. 
on entirely novel lines instead of trying 
to improve on either of the previous 
Lipton challengers. Like her predeces- 
sors, however, the Shamrock III is built 
close Up to the 90-foot water line limit. 
Her length over all is 140 feet. The most 
striking feature of the challenger its her 
extremely ‘short fir. It is just 20. feet 
long. Her draught js 19 feet and the fin 
is almost level along the bottom. The 
lead in the hull js drawn well down to 
the fin, suggesting the deep body typical 
of the British cutter, rather than the 
extreme flay floored type, adapted from 
the American centerboard yachts and 
used in all the recent challengers. 

Américan wheel steering for the first 
time replaces the British tiller and the 
lesson learned with the 
through her pounding in head seas has led 
to a longer and finer drawn bow, giving 
the challenger the appearance of being 
a boat capable of negotiating comfort- 
ably any modern sea. With lesser draft 
and not so flat floored as the previous 
Shamrocks, the challenger will not have 
so much stability, as Fife has either gone 
in for a light weather boat or he has 
cut down her sail area. There are dar- 
ingly novel features in the design, the 
effect of‘ which cannot be accurately 
gauged, except by actual] trial. They 
suggest the possfility of difficulty in get- 
ting the new host to trim, steer and 
carry her canvas. I¢, however, gehe ac- 
complishes ‘these objects well she will 
prove to be by far the most formidable 
challenger éver sent out. 

The under body of the Shamrocx III is 
painted with a white and fouling com- 
position. Her top sides are white and 
she has broad bands of green along 
the water line and rail. Her hull frames 
and plates are all of nickel] steel, special- 
ly made.

Northern and English Capitalists 
Prospecting at Knoville. 


Knoxville, Tenn, March 17.—(Special.)— 
A party of English and eastern capita!- 
ist8, who are interested in the Knoxville 
Power Company scheme, is here in the 
interest of the project. The gentlemen are 
Henry T. Fay and M. E. Joseph, of Man- 
chester, England, and C. H. Treat and 
John Bogart, of New York. 

They are calling upon local manufac- 
tured and other vsers of electric power 
in en effort to secure contracts for ele>- 
tric power. If they can secure contracts 
for one-third of the capacity of the pro- 

, Posed plant, they will build. 

The power will be secured from water 
falls on the Little Tennessee river, about 
% miles from Knoxville. There 20,000 to 
5,00 horse rower can be generated. It 
will be transmitted to Knoxville and ad- 
jacent towns for lighting and power pur- 
poses. 

The gentlemen will remain here several 
days. This is one of the most gigantic 
industrial undertakings ever contemplat- 
ed in this city.

To Inspect Cotton Seéd Meal. 

Under a new act cotton sleed meal, no 
matter whether used for fertilizer or 
food, has to be inspected and tax paid, 
the rate being 20c per ton,, the same as 
other commercial fertilizers. Heretofore 
the manufacturers have dodged the tax 
in most cases by alaiming that the meal 
was to be used for food only, and this is 
the reason why the legislature imposed 
the tax on meal no matter what its use.

its cars, yet this presumption cannot with- 
stand positive evidence that the com, any’s6 cm- 
ployees exeralsed ordinary diligence, both as 
regards maintaining a lookout for stock, anc 
cndeavorirng to avoid injury to the same when 
c'scovered, (S. C. R. Co. v. Powell, 108 Ga. 
437; Ga. So. R. Co. v. Sanders, 111 Ga. 1428.) 
Relevant testimony in behalf of the company 
on the part of its servants cannot, if they be 
unimpetched, arbitrarily be disregarded by 
court or jury, upon the assumption that it is 
not, in point of fact, in accord with the truth. 
iGa, So. R. Co. v. Thompson, I1!1 Ga. 731; 
Ga. and Ala. R. Co. v. Cook, 114 Ga. 760.) 
So it necessarily follows that where, as in the

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COUNTY SEEKS 
CHEAPER RATE 


Plans for Readjustment of Its 


Insurance—May Cancel 
$20,000. 


At a meeting yesterday afternoon of the 
public building committee of the board 
of county commissioners, the question of 
securing a readjustment of the whole of 
the insurance carried by the county was 
considered. The committee favors such 
a readjustment and the matter will be 
taken up by the chairman, Judge H, E. 
W. Palmer, with the tariff asociation in 
an effort to obtain a lower rate of in- 
surance, 

The committee discussed the matter 
of cancelling the insurance carried on the 
mules and wagons of the public works 
department and the idea met with favor. 
It is understood that this will be done 
should the general readjustment fail to 
be realized. The amount of insurance 
on the mules‘and wagons is $20,000 and it 
costs the county $1,000 annually. 

It is stated that the members of the 
committee consider this feature of the 
county insurance unnecessary, as there 
is practically no risks attached to the 
mules and wagons. The mules are not 
locked jin stables at night, but are merely 
housed under sheds, trom which they 
could be easily removed in case of fire. 

The total insurance carried by the 
county amounts to a large -sum, the 
courthouse, the Tower, mules and 
wagons, the fyrniture, and other fea- 
tures being insured. Chairman Palmer 
was instructed to ascertain the exact 
amount of insurance and the amount 
paid out in premiums by the county. 
The two remaining members of the com- 
mittee are Captain Clifford L. Ander- 
son and Hubert L. Culberson.
